NEW HIGHWAY COMMISSION 
The assembly has passed the Good- 


land bill which reorganizes state high- 
way administration by creating a sal- 
aried three-man commission. The bill 
was passed without amendment and 
having already received the approval 
of the senate where it was originated, 
it now goes to the governor for his 
signature. This, is the third important 
piece of legislaton enacted directly in 
response to the governor's request. 


The measure embodies exactly the 


ideas of Mr. Kohler for placing high- 
way construction and supervision on 


- an 
effective 
and 
economical basis. 


He looked at the question from 
the 


standpoint of an experienced business 
man, 
believing with good reason that 


with a small commission of capable

• ' BLUSTER IS DANGEROUS 


The crisis caused at the Paris rep- 


arations conference by the truculent 
attitude of the German spokesman had 
a result apparently unforeseen by the 
Germans. The unfavorable effect 
on 


the allied nations and the United 
States produced an 
immediate reac- 


tion on German credit. 
There were 


heavy withdrawals of foreign capital 
from Germany. 
In consequence, the 


mark quickly fell to the lowest point 
since its stabilization in 1924. 


Some of this effect may have come 


from calculated efforts by the disap- 
pointed allies to teach Germany a les- 
son, 
but probably not much of it. In- 


ternational finance was alarmed, and 
took natural precautions. The lesson 
evidently was not lost on the German 
government. Dr. Schacht in further ne- 
gotiations will speak more softly and 
swing no big stick. 


Germany necessarily comes to such 


a conference in the role of petitioner. 
The allies have the upper hand. Tney 
may not be able to collect as big sums 
as they want from Germany, but at 
least they can make it very unpleasant 
for her for many years to come. They 
have shown a disposition to compro- 
mise—not so much as Germany wants, 
but far more than would have been ex- 
pected of them a few years ago. France 
is still on the Rhine. German bluster 
will do no good, and may do much 
harm.

The psycologist, perhaps, could ex- 


plain it easily. He would suggest, we 
believe, that the average man is under 
too much repression. At home, at the 
shop or office, in his automobile—ev- 
erywhere, he is compelled to hold his 
tongue and refrain from "talking back" 
—whether it be to his wife, his boss, 
or the traffic cop. 


At the ballpark these repressions 


vanish. He can take it all out on the 
umpire. The accumulated soreness of a 
week or more can be relieved by the 
simple process of yelling, "Kill the big 
bum!" 


This may be hard on the umpires, 


but it is probably very good for the 
average man's "soul.

A S24 PURCHASE 


Today is the anniversary of the most historic 


real estate transaction in history—the purchase 
of Manhattan Island from the Indians for the 
equivalent of about $24. 


This purchase, made on May 4, 1626. was the 


crowning event in the otherwise inconspicuous 
administration of Peter Minuit, director general 
of the New Amsterdam colony. 


The island, now the skyscraper district of New 


York, is 13 miles long, has a maximum width 
of two and a quarter miles, and an area of 22 
miles.

Its name is supposed to have originated with

Persons with total color blindness 


see objects as lighter or darker, but 
are unable to distinguish the shades 
having to do with the spectrum. Such 
color blindess 
tends to appear in 


families, so that heredity seems to 
play some part in its development. 


Unfortunately there is little that 


can be done for a person-.with such 
a defect of vision. Because they are 
adapted to the dark rather than to 
the light, it has been found that 
cutting down of the light with shad- 
ed lenses helps the vision.
